Emergency N ature Offered Permit­ 
ting Coo alit* to Borrow from 
School Pond. 


Guthrie, (Jk., Jan. 7.—Representa­ 
tive Holland of Tulsa introduced a bill 
in the house tJriib afternoon conferring 
•pon counties authority to borrow 
stoney from (fie school fund by the is­ 
suance of current expense bonds. It 
Vi offered as an emergency measure. 
The schemeyiras designed particularly 
for those counties newly created on 
the Oklahoma side, and all of the coun 
ties in Indian Territory, which will 
have no finances, until a tax levy is 
made. 
The measure stipulated that 
tho sum each county may borrow may 
he largely in the discretion of the gov­ 
ernor, but shall not exceed $2 per cap­ 
ita of population. 
The loan may be 
attained upon written application of 
the county commissions, 
in 
which 
shall be included a statement for what 
the money is 
to 
be 
used. 
These 
amounts may be modified by the gov- 
•rnor if he thinks necessary. 
It is 
optionary with the county oommis- 
aioners then whether they accept the 
loans so made. County bonds are to be 
issued in the sums of $1,000 bearing 
$ per cent interest, the same to be 
jpayable in February and August each 
year, and a stipulation of the issue 
shall be that the debt so coated does 
hot exceed the constitutional limit 
Representative Whitehurst offered a 
hill making tjm special federal census j 
af July, 19p7, taken in connection with i 
the federal review of the constitution ;

shall be taken by authority of law.

Railroad men of Chickasaw petitioned 
the house for the passage of pending 
bills affecting their callings. 
The senate adopted the memorial 
to congress by Senator Brook for the 
appropriation og $5,200,000 to be used 
in the improvement of the Arkansas 
river introduced yesterday. 
A memorial was presented by Sen­ 
ator Little of Sulphur, requesting con­ 
gress to place the Platt National Park 
under the management of the Smith­ 
sonian Institute. 
Dr. Barrows of New York, president 
of the National Prison Congress, who 
addressed the House last night, talked 
to the senate this afternoon.

j after 1918 practically all the land of 
, the state will be paying its share of 
J the taxes, and, as this is an obliga­ 
tion which came as a condition of 
: statehood, it should be paid ultimately 
by all the property of the state.” 
The message calls attention to the 
mine accidents of the past year and 
urges the Legislature to act in the 
interest of the Oklahoma mine workers 
as to health and safety.

No properly informed person needs to 
be told that such bills represent the 
value only of the paper on which they 
are printed, and as the quality of the 
material then obtainable was 
not of 
the best that value may be counted as 
a negligible quantity. 
It is astonish­

their best estate are so widely differ­ 
ent and so inferior in appearance com­ 
pared to any of the currency of the 
present time that suspicion should be 
aroused in the mind of the least wary.

It has 
entirely superseded Volapuk, and has 
other victories yet to win.
